With the town predicting a 
2010 capital budget of $7.1 
million, homeowners are 
expected to see another tax 
increase in 2010. 

This year’s net tax increase 
is being projected at 3.55 per 
cent or $11.66 per $100,000 
of property assessment. 

That includes Niagara-on- 
the-Lake’s contribution to 
the new hospital being built 
in St. Catharines. 

Based on the Town’s deci¬ 
sion to gradually phase in the 
hospital levy, taxpayers will 
pay $200,000 this year and 
$300,000 in following years, 
well below what ratepayers 
in Thorold and St. 
Catharines will be paying, 
councillors heard Tuesday. 

The contribution wasn't 
the only issue for the Town’s 
corporate service depart¬ 
ment. Prideaux Street con¬ 
struction and improvements 
are the major project for 
2010. Councillors have 
decided in favour of a curb 
and gutter system after a 


debate with some of the 
town’s heritage-minded peo¬ 
ple claiming that treatment 
would take away from the 
historic aspect of the street. 

Director of corporate serv¬ 
ices Scott Tipping said this 
year’s budget presented 
challenges the Town hasn’t 
seen before, including a 
decrease in Ontario 
Municipal Partnership 
Funding of $300,000. 

Councillors came up with 
a 9.7 per cent target increase 
earlier in the year to help 
maintain service levels. This 
year’s actual rise is well 
below that, but Tipping said 
he did not include any busi¬ 
ness cases the Town may 
want to fund which would 
raise the tax increase. 

Councillors are being 
asked to comb through 20 
such cases to decide which, if 
any, they want to include in 
this year’s budget. The most 
expensive are building up 
insurance reserves at a cost 
of $150,000, funding library 
materials at $84,000 and a 
fire prevention officer at 
$76,600. 

"If you wanted to approve 
all 20 then that would put 
you at 2.2 per cent over your 
target,” Tipping told council- 

Councillors received the 
presented budget and will 
have until March 8 to review, 
amend and approve the 2010 
current budget.

But chairman Robert 
Wright did give warning that 
he would be unlikely to ask 
the minister, as lawyers for 
the Queenston Residents 
Association and St. Saviours 
Church in Queenston were 
requesting, to declare the 
operation an illegal use of 
the dock. 

The hearing, which fin¬ 
ished last Thursday, was an 
appeal launched by the QRA 
and the Anglican church 
after the NEC approved the 
construction of a new build¬ 
ing at what locals call the 


sand dock to replace one 
that was tom down "in 

The error came about 
when the town's planning 
department allowed a minor 
variance it believed was all 
that was needed to replace 
the building, which had 
served the sand dock opera¬ 
tion for almost five decades 
and other passenger and 
cargo vessels for years before 
that. 

But the dock by then had 
come under the jurisdiction 
of Niagara Escarpment plan¬ 
ning control, and the old 
building was taken down 


before an application to the 
NEC was made to replace it. 

When the request was 
made and granted, the QRA 
and church appealed, claim¬ 
ing the new building would 
bring about an increase in 
activity at the dock and an 
intensification of business 
that is contrary to the NEC 
development plan, which is 
intended to protect an area 
that is part of a world bios¬ 
phere reserve including sig¬ 
nificant fish and wildlife 
habitat. 

The QRA and the church 
gave extensive evidence to 
support their contention 


that the jet boat operation, 
which leases the dock from 
the same property owners 
that have owned it through 
the use of the sand dredging 
and other marine vessel 
dockings, contravenes zon¬ 
ing bylaws for that property.

Although five lawyers had 
just one day to make their

And besides, Kinney told 
the Advance, he has already 
made concessions, including 
quieter buses through the vil¬ 
lage, new sound systems on 
the boats, and a promise to 
move up the gorge on Sunday 
mornings through church 
services for the more exuber¬ 
ant portion of the ride.

Can’t, won't accept closure 


T here have been many battles 
waged on the editorial pages of 
the Advance—more than 90 
years’ worth, in fact. 

Some have been lost, and looking 
back, probably should have been. 

We waged war against a McDonald’s 
and In the long run, it hasn't really 
changed our streetscape much, 
except for those who live closest. 

We fought to retain a library at the 
Court House, but most would say 
the new library is a better location, 
and it’s certainly a welcome addi¬ 
tion to the town.

If die school board refuses to work 
with the town, then the province, 
which lauds such partnerships, 
must be convinced to pay attention.

We were also surprised 
at the mention of a 
Mennonite school board by 
two of our town council¬ 
lors. There is no 
Mennonite school board. 
Eden is part of the public 
board, with an alternate 
designation no one at the 
DSBN has been able to 
define. Eden is no different 
than any other school 
except that it has no geo¬ 
graphical catchment and 
has been given the privilege 
of operating like a private 
faith-based school. As par¬ 


ents of a secondary aged 
student and residents of the 
community of NOTL we 
have never been asked to 
participate in any deci¬ 
sions, or asked for our 
opinion surrounding Eden. 
Has town council ever been 
consulted on decision mak¬ 
ing at Eden high school? 
Perhaps we need to contact 
all the schools within the 
DSBN to ask them if it is 
okay for us to come up with 
a solution to keep our one 
and only high school open. 

We are all very aware of 
the lack of effort by the 
DSBN to promote NDSS 
while it was busy promot¬ 
ing other schools. The 
DSBN has made poor 
choices for our town and 
the time has come to make 
it right. You will never 
please 100 per cent of the 
people 100 per cent of the 
time. What is right is our 
one and only high school 
staying open and having 
the chance to build those 
numbers up again. 

We have serious con¬ 
cerns when the needs and 
wants of 169 Eden students 
from NOTL become more 
important than the 262 
NOTL students who choose 
to attend their rightful 
home school. 

There may be some fine 
tuning that needs to take 
place, however the brief 
needs to get to the Minister 
ofEducationina hurry.

• Repair of siding where the type of siding is not being changed. 

• Minor repairs, not replacement, to window components. 

• Repairs to broken window panes to original specifications. 

• Minor repairs, not replacement, to doors. 

• Repairs to an existing fence. 

• Repairs to shutters where the shutters are not being replaced. 

A copy of By-law No. 4362-10 is available for inspection at the Office of the Town 
Clerk, Municipal Offices, Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake between the hours of 8:30 am 
and 4:30 pm. 

No person or public body shall be added as a party to the hearing of the appeal un¬ 
less, before the by-law was passed, the person or public body made oral submission 
at a public meeting or written submissions to the council or, in the opinion of the 
Ontario Municipal Board, there are reasonable grounds to add the person or public 
body as a party.

REBATE OF PROPERTY TAXES 
FOR VACANCIES IN COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL BUILDINGS 

As started for the 2001 municipal tax year, property tax relief is available in the form of rebates 
provided by the local municipalities to the owners of commercial and industrial buildings who 
have extended vacancies - for consecutive periods of 90 days or more. This rebate program 
is governed by section 442.5 of The Municipal Act (2002) and Ontario Regulation 325/01 and 
must satisfy the conditions as is described in Category 1 or Category 2 of the application. 

The rebate rate for commercial buildings is 30% of the tax attributable to the area(s) and/or 
suite(s) that is/are vacant being refundable versus a slightly higher rate of 35% for industrial 
buildings. 

The onus is on property owners to file applications with their local municipality for a rebate. 

For the 2009 taxation year, the filing deadline is February 28, 2010.

Last year the Mole family 
threatened to pull the com¬ 
munity shuttle service when 
the town left funding until 
the last minute. 


This year, David Mole says 
it's not a matter of money. 

They will, however, be dis¬ 
continuing the community 
shuttle at die end of March. 

Mole, president of Niagara 
Classic Cars, says he, his 
father and brother had a 
series of meetings with Lord 
Mayor Gary Burroughs and 
the town's chief administra¬ 
tive officer Don Smith to talk 
about improving the service 
of the community shuttle. 

It has become so popular, 
he said, they would require 
two more vehicles and more 



staff to continue with it. 

The program, he said, has 
been a "work in progress," 
and the Mole family wanted 
to work with the town to 
review ridership, service 
and developing the pro- 

"We always said we'd be 
listening to people of the 
community to develop the 
program and go forward 
with it." 

It’s clear, however, “they 
simply want to continue the 
status quo, and we're not 
prepared to continue with 
the status quo." 

He hopes someone else 
will step in and take it over 
so that the residents who 
depend on it will not suffer, 
said Mole. 

He said his company has 
invested a lot of money in 
the service and has been 


delighted to have the town 
on side, "and now the town 
doesn't want to look at mod¬ 
ifying it- This program is 
consuming quite a bit of our 
time and resources. We're 
running it on a break-even 
basis, and we're getting 
such a high volume of calls 
we can't keep up with the 
demand. We need more 
vehicles and more resources 
to transform it into the per¬ 
fect inter-city transit pro¬ 
gram. But the town has 
made it abundantly clear 
that it is not interested in 
transforming this program." 

Niagara Classic Cars has 
become incredibly busy, 
with a growing number of 
weddings, winery tours, air¬ 
port runs, corporate events 
and trips to and from 
Toronto, he said. 

The community shuttle 




represents five percent of 
their business, "and it takes 
a lot more time than we are 
able to contribute.” 

The shuttle, Mole said, 
would be the perfect pro¬ 
gram to connect the rural 
areas of Niagara to the 
region—many of the resi¬ 
dents the shuttle transports 
now are going to St. 
Catharines or Niagara Falls. 

Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs says he believes 
the Classic Cars community 
shuttle is the perfect solu¬ 
tion to NOTL’s transit needs, 
and he would like to see it 

The town is undertaking a 
$50,000 study to look at tran¬ 
sit needs and is committed 
to working with the region, 
but he would like to see the 
community shuttle be part 
of future of public trans¬ 


portation in town. 

“We’re certainly trying to 
deal with it and I thought the 
community shuttle would 
be part of our long-term 
solution,” he said. 

“To me the future of tran¬ 
sit includes the community 
shuttle. It suits our commu¬ 
nity perfectly.” 

He said the town needs to 
go through the process with 
tile region, but in the long 
run the solution could still 
be the community shuttle. 

“It’s so made-in-Niagara, 
just the kind of service we 
want. But I can’t blame him 
if he’s frustrated.” 

The service has been pop¬ 
ular, and there are so many 
people who depend on it,

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World's oldest hockey stick has local connection 


When Nancy Bailey- from Sotheby’s International 
Brazeau received an invita- Realty, she was happy to be

It's not a particularly 
dive stick, she says, and 
sne s seen it before, but it 
has a history that means a 
lot to her—one she has 
heard often during family 
gatherings, and one that has 
a family connection. 

The Toronto event fea¬ 
tured an auction by 
vipthrills.com, and being 
auctioned was the hockey 
stick that was carved by her 
great-grandfather some 
time in the mid 1850s— 
thought to be between 1852 
and 1856. 

Vipthrills.com bills itself 
as “die go-to auction desti¬ 
nation to find thrilling expe¬ 
riences and one-of-a-kind 
memorabilia.” 

The event held at the top 
of Toronto at an elegant 48th 
floor penthouse on King 
Street West offered an 
opportunity to experience 
life at its finest, featuring a 
360-degree view of the 
Toronto skyline, says Bailey- 
Brazeau. 

Sotheby’s International 



Realty sponsored the event, 
and her invitation came 


with no knowledge of her 
connection to one of the 
main attractions. 

The hockey stick is owned 
by Bailey-Brazeau’s cousin 
on her mother’s side, 
Gordon Sharpe, and has 
been appraised at $4.25 mil- 

Her great-grandfather, 
who lived in Coburg, whit¬ 
tled the stick, and carved his 
name on it. Its history has 


been authenticated, and it 
has most recently been 
stored at the Canadian 
Hockey Hall of Fame. 

"I've heard about this stick 
all my life, and I had seen it 
once before. It was hanging 
in Wayne Gretzky's bar in 
Toronto. It's not very beauti¬ 
ful." 

Her cousin told her some 
months ago that he was 
looking for a way to use the 
valuable piece of family his¬ 
tory to do some good. 


Since then it has been 
determined that some of the 
money that is received for 
the stick will go to the 
Haitian disaster and the 
Hockey Hall of Fame in 
Toronto. 

Bailey-Brazeau says her 
family on both sides have 
deep hockey connections— 
with NHL players related to 
both her mother and father. 

"Hockey was a big part of 
our lives growing up." 

At the auction event, she 
says, "for the first time in my 
life I felt like a celebrity, all 
over this ugly hockey stick." 

The auction has been 
timed to co incide with the 
Olympics, and will end Feb. 
28. 

It also offers the once in a 
lifetime experience to be 
the first in Canada to drive 
the Audi R8 Spyder, attend 
a Leaf’s hockey game in a 
private box with hockey leg¬ 
ends lohnny Bower and 
Bobby Hull or shoot the 
breeze with “Mr. hockey” 
himself, Gordie Howe, at a 
Detroit Red Wings game.
